BOISE — A special survey intended to 
check the accuracy of the fi^ral govern- 
ment's 1990 census sh ows that head coun- 

ulatibn by 28,000. 

The survey, one of several tools the gov- 
• enunent is using to judge the accuracy of 
last year's ccrisus, shqwid th^ 
undgreount inTdaho'wos one of the largest 
for any state in lerrris of percentage. 

Idaho’s population released by the Cen,- 
8us :^ureau in January, was just under 
1,007,000, but the survey indicated the ac- 
' tual; count could be 2.8 percent higher. 
Only .13 -other states hod larger potential 
percentage undercounts. 

The suggestion that Idaho’s population 
on April 1, 1990 was actually about 
1,0^,000 would bring it closer to estimates 
state analysts teade prior to the release of 


Idaho’s population at over 1,028,000.

Climate changes led to Shoshone Indian migration

Soviet religious rights seen as ‘accomplished,’ but tasks rema^ 


. NI-W YORW:(AP) —.Pondering 
the changes he has seen in the Inst 
25 years of nudging Soviet' ofTicials 
to ease up on religion, the roving 
clergyman-diplomat mused: “In one 
respect, mission accomplished.” 

That is the outcome in regard to 
restored religious liberties in the So- 
viet Union, said Rabbi Arthur 
Schneier. a mnn who long has , 
pushed for tliat objective. 

“Religion is now accepted ai an 
intcgnil part of Soviet life,” he said 
in ajj interview, “lia people have be- 


come role models." 

Schneier, president of the Appeal 
of Con.scicncc Foundation, a U.S. 
jntcrfailb organization working for 
religious freedom around the world, 
added, “What's so exciting is the ex- 
panding intcresj, and idenlincalion 
with faith communilics." 

However, he said connected diffi- 
culties remain u.s do obstacles to 
faith in other lands, so the work goes 
on in different ways; . 

He said the Soviet Union, which 
forJO years sought to stamp out rcU^ 


gion through pcnccution, rcpnhssion 
and ofTicial insistence on atheism, 
has undergone a complete pro-reli- 
gious turnabout, * 

He said this afTirms a guiding con- 
viction: “Sooner or later, tyrants arc 
doomed. 'That’s “the record of histo- 
ry" from ancient biblical times to the 
present, he added, but it takes never- 
ending vigilcncc and .struggle. 

“When we first storied, 1 never 
thought that what has been accom- 
plished could happen in a lifetime." 
he said. "Religion is no long^ con- 


sidered "the cncm^orthc'sfiilcbur its; 
ally." 

In fact, he sai'd the Soviet govern-' 
meni is considering introducing reli- 
gion classes into state schobLs, 
which already has happened in the 
former salellilc countries of Poland, 
Hungary. Romania and Czechoslo-' 
vokia. 

"It's something not accepted in 
.the United Sfates." he remarked.

"failed in its- education program to 
keep people' informed about ad- 
vanccs In bibh'cal scholorship." 

However, he added in an inter- 
view that others find such.probing 
“not only doesn’t hinder faith, but 
opens up understandings that they 
find refreshing ond helpful,' that 
strengthen foith. 

"Telling the truth has a salutary 
cflcci on u lot of people.” 

With an estimated 60 percent of 
the sayings ruled definitely or likely 
those of Jesus or expressing his sort 
of ideas. Funk said the project can 
clarify the genuinely historical char- 
acter of Jesus.
